General  Information. 


LOCATION. 

The  buildings  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  thirty-one  in 
number,  are  situated  in  Philadelphia,  on  property  covering  an  area  of 
over  fifty-nine  acres.  In  addition  to  this  land  the  University  has 
recently  acquired  from  the  city  an  adjoining  tract  comprising  fifty- 
five  acres,  more  or  less.  The  University  may  be  reached  from  the 
various  railroad  stations  as  follows:  From  the  West  Philadelphia 
station  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  on  foot  west  on  Woodland 
Avenue,  a  walk  of  less  than  ten  minutes;  from  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Terminal  station,  by  the  electric  subway,  west  to  Thirty- 
second  Street,  thence  on  foot  west  on  Woodland  Avenue;  or  from 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  station  by  a  walk  of  one  square 
south  to  Walnut  Street,  thence  by  car  over  the  bridge  west  to  Thirty- 
fourth  Street.  To  reach  the  Thomas  W.  Evans  Museum  and  Dental 
Institute  take  the  subway  car  No.  34  direct  to  the  Institute,  comer 
Fortieth  and  Spruce  Streets.

ACCOMMODATIONS  FOR   STUDENTS. 

Lodging  for  students  to  the  number  of  nearly  one  thousand  is  pro- 
vided in  the  present  dormitory  system,  which  comprises  an  extended 
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4  ACCOMMODATIONS  FOR   STUDENTS 

group  of  contiguous  houses  fronting  upon  three  open  courts.  Plans  of 
the  dormitories,  Hst  of  vacant  rooms,  prices,  and  other  details  may 
be  obtained  upon  application  to  the  Bursar  of  the  University,  Room  102, 
College  Hall. 

Board  and  lodging  may  be  obtained  also  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  the  University.  Upon  application  at  the  offices  of  the  several 
Deans  (see  Administrative  Officers  ^  folio  wing) , lists  of  approved  boarding 
houses  may  be  seen.

1791 — Union  of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  with 
The  College,  under  the  title  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

1874 — University  Hospital  established. 

1875 — Towne  Scientific  School  founded. 

1877 — Department  of  Music  established. 

1878 — School  of  Dentistry  founded. 

1881 — Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce  founded, 

1882 — Graduate  School  founded. 

1884 — Veterinary  School  founded. 

1885 — Veterinary  Hospital  established. 

1885 — Department  of  Physical  Education  established. 

1889 — Department  of  Archaeology  established. 

1892 — Laboratory  of  Hygiene  established. 
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1892 — Wistar  Institute  of  Anatomy  and  Biology  established. 

1892 — Saturday  Courses  for  Teachers  established. 

1896 — Houston  Club  organized. 

1896 — Flower  Astronomical  Observatory  opened. 

1 904 — Summer  School  (College)  established. 

1906 — College  Courses  for  Teachers  established. 

1910 — Henry  Phipps  Institute  transferred  to  the  University. 

1912 — Division  of  the  College  into  three  departments — The  College, 
the  Towne  Scientific  School,  and  the  Wharton  School. 

1914 — School  of  Education  established. 

1916 — Medico-Chirurgical  College  and  Hospital  merged  with  Uni- 
versity. 

1918 — Polyclinic  Hospital  merged  with  University.

STUDENTS'  ARMY  TRAINING  CORPS. 

A  war-time  feature  of  the  first  academic  term  of  1918-19  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  was  the  formation  of  a  Students'  Army 
Training  Corps,  containing  2,440  men,  and  a  Naval  Unit,  containing  450 
men.  These  students  were  all  enlisted  men  of  the  army  or  navy,  under 
direct  control  of  the  United  States  authorities,  and  received  their 
tuition,  lodging,  clothing,  and  food  free  of  cost  to  themselves,  in  addition 
to  receiving  the  pay  of  an  enlisted  soldier  or  sailor. 

The  course  in  dentistry,  prescribed  by  the  War  Department  for  all 
dental  schools  organizing  units  of  the  Students'  Army  Training  Corps, 
slightly  modified  to  suit  the  conditions  in  the  Dental  School  with  the 
permission  of  the  War  Department,  was  put  into  force  in  the  Dental 
School  on  November  4th  and  continued  until  December  21,  1918. 
This  supplanted  the  regular  course  which  had  been  in  operation  until 
that  date. 

For  the  First-year  Class  it  meant  a  discontinuation  for  this  period  of 
the  courses  in  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics  and  Dental  Anatomy, 
with  an  increase  in  the  hours  of  some  of  the  other  subjects.  On  Janu- 
ary 6th  the  regular  curriculum  was  resumed  with  a  scheduled  increase 
in  the  hours  of  the  courses  above  mentioned  in  order  that  the  normal 
aggregate  of  hours  for  the  session  might  be  obtained.

The  regular  courses  of  the  Second-  and  Third-year  Classes  were  altered 
.by  direction  of  the  War  Department  only  so  far  as  was  necessary  to 
include  War  Issues  and  English,  nine  hours  weekly,  and  Military  Instruc- 
tion, six  hours  weekly  for  the  Second-year  Class,  and  Military  Instruc- 
tion, six  hours  weekly  for  the  Third-year  Class.  The  effect  of  these 
changes  was  only  to  shorten  the  laboratory  periods  for  each  of  these 
classes.  The  roster  in  force  since  January  6th  provided  for  an  increase 
in  the  laboratory  hours  in  order  that  the  normal  aggregate  for  the  session 
may  be  obtained. 
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THE  THOMAS  W.  EVANS  DENTAL 
INSTITUTE. 


By  a  formal  agreement  executed  June  15,  1912,  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  The  Thomas  W.  Evans  Museum 
and  Institute  Society,  a  co-operative  affiliation  was  established  between 
the  respective  corporations  whereby  the  resources  of  both  are  utilized 
in  carrying  out  the  intent  and  purposes  expressed  in  the  will  of  the  late 
Dr.  Thomas  W.  Evans,  in  which  he  directed  that  the  residue  of  his 
estate  be  applied  to  the  creation  of  a  dental  educational  institution  to 
be  located  at  the  Northwest  comer  of  Spruce  and  Fortieth  Streets, 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  be  carried  on  "as  such  institutions 
of  learning  are  now  conducted  in  Philadelphia  and  not  inferior  to  any 
already  established."  The  new  Dental  Institute,  which  is  the  materiali- 
zation of  Dr.  Evans*  bequest  and  which  houses  the  School  of  Dentistry 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  occupies  the  lot  at  the  Northwest 
corner  of  Fortieth  and  Spruce  Streets. 

The  building  is  242  feet  long  by  161  feet  wide.  The  style  of  archi- 
tecture is  collegiate  Gothic,  of  the  time  of  Henry  VIII,  and  in  keeping 
with  the  architecture  of  the  law  school,  dormitories,  zoological,  medical, 
engineering  and  other  recently  constructed  buildings  of  the  University. 
The  material  is  of  Indiana  limstone  and  hard  burnt  red  brick.  The 
building  is  in  the  shape  of  the  letter  H,  and  consists  of  three  stories 
over  a  high  basement. 

Of  the  several  interesting  features  of  the  building,  two  are  the  Museum 
proper  and  the  square  tower,  which  is  built  at  the  main  entrance  at 
the  center  of  the  Spruce  Street  wing.  The  tower  is  38  feet  square, 
rising  84  feet.  In  the  center  of  the  tower,  beginning  at  the  second  story 
and  reaching  almost  to  the  top  of  the  third  floor,  is  a  large  window, 
which  lights  the  library,  on  the  second  floor. 

The  Evans  Museum,  which  occupies  the  east  hall  of  the  Spruce 
Street  wing,  is  as  nearly  fire-  and  burglar-proof  as  modem  science  can 
make  it. 

Another  of  the  important  features  of  the  building  is  the  large  opera- 
tive clinic,  in  the  north  wing  on  the  second  floor.  This  occupies  the 
entire  wing  and  contains  134  especially  designed  operating  chairs,  with 
instrument  cabinets  and  gas,  electricity,  water  and  compressed-air 
service,  at  each  chair.  On  the  north  side  is  a  wall  of  glass,  so  far  as 
is  possible  in  keeping  with  the  strength  of  the  building.     The  clinic 
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is  two  stories  high,  30  feet  in  all,  and  the  glass  in  the  wall  is  turned 
over  the  roof  a  distance  of  about  10  feet,  giving  all  the  daylight  possible. 

In  the  scheme  of  educational  work  of  the  Institute  provision  has 
been  made  for  undergraduate  training  for  the  dental  degree  as  required 
for  legal  qualification  for  the  practice  of  dentistry,  post-graduate 
instruction  on  the  elective  system  and  opportunities  and  facilities  for 
scientific  research  in  dental  subjects. 

The  laboratories  of  bacteriology,  of  histology  and  of  pharmacology 
are  commodious  and  well  lighted  and  are  equipped  each  with  appro- 
priate installations  of  microscopes  and  accessory  apparatus  of  the 
highest  grade  obtainable  for  practical  laboratory  teaching. 

The  Institute  is  equipped  with  complete  outfits  of  photographic 
apparatus  for  the  recording  of  cases  of  practical  educational  value, 
also  a  radiographic  department,  rooms  for  the  prosecution  of  indi- 
vidual scientific  research  work,  and  every  modem  convenience  for 
facilitating  the  work  of  instruction  as  well  as  the  conduct  of  the  exten- 
sive clinical  service  of  the  Institute  in  its  several  phases  of  Oral  Sur- 
gery, Operative  and  Prosthetic  dentistry  and  their  various  subdivisions. 

The  Institute  offers  special  facilities  for  the  prosecution  of  individual 
scientific  research  work  in  subjects  related  to  dental  science  and  art. 
Fully  equipped  private  laboratories  are  provided  where  those  fitted 
for  pursuing  research  work  may  prosecute  special  studies  of  that  char- 
acter under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  and  with  the  general 
facilities  of  the  Institute  and  the  technical  advice  of  its  staff  of 
instructors  at  their  service. 

The  department  of  graduate  instruction  occupies  an  extensive  sec- 
tion of  the  building  and  is  especially  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
chairs  and  appliances  for  the  conduct  of  its  educational  work.  Com- 
pressed air,  electrical  service,  gas,  hot  and  cold  water  are  supplied  to 
all  of  the  laboratories  and  to  the  individual  work  tables,  etc.  Neither 
time,  care  nor  expense  has  been  spared  in  making  the  Institute  in  its 
construction  and  equipment  and  in  its  educational  plan  and  staff  the 
most  extensive  and  efficient  dental  educational  institution  in  existence. 

In  consequence  of  the  affiliated  interests  of  the  two  institutions, 
the  students  of  the  Evans  Institute  are  accorded  all  of  the  advantages 
of  University  relationship,  including  the  resources  of  the  University 
for  furnishing  instruction  in  the  fundamental  medical  and  dental  sub- 
jects, its  social,  educational  and  athletic  advantages. 

The  students  of  the  Dental  School  of  the  University  likewise  enjoy 
the  advantages  of  the  new  building  erected  by  the  Evans  Institute 
Society,  and  its  material  resources  for  the  conduct,  maintenance  and 
improvement  of  the  same.

ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  DENTAL  SCHOOL. 

The  School  of  Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  was 
organized  in  the  early  part  of  1878.  It  was  the  third  school  created 
as  the  dental  department  of  a  university,  having  been  preceded  in 
this  respect  by  the  Harvard  School  of  Dentistry  (organized  in  1867), 
and  the  Dental  Department  of  the  University  of  Michigan  (organized 
in  1875). 

The  motive  leading  to  the  creation  of  dental  schools  as  regular 
departments  of  the  university  educational  system  was  the  rapid 
growth  of  dentistry  as  a  profession.  This  necessitated  improvement 
in  the  educational  equipment  of  its  practitioners,  and  tended  to  broaden 
the  courses  of  instruction  furnished  by  dental  schools  to  meet  the 
continual  demand  for  more  thorough  training. 

Realizing  that  while  dentistry  is  a  separate  profession,  yet  consti- 
tuting as  it  does  an  important  branch  of  the  science  and  art  of  healing, 
and  that  its  close  relationship  with  medicine  necessarily  called  for  the 
future  development  of  dentistry  in  conformity  therewith,  the  Trustees 
took  action  resulting  in  the  creation  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  plan  of  instruction  was  so  arranged 
that  the  branches  common  to  both  medicine  and  dentistry  were  taught 
concurrently  by  teachers  who  held  corresponding  chairs  in  both  med- 
ical and  dental  faculties;  while -the  strictly  dental  teaching  was  pro- 
vided for  by  the  creation  of  chairs  whose  incumbents  were  specially 
qualified  for  giving  instruction  in  their  respective  branches.  This 
arrangement  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  university  idea,  by  which 
the  teaching  of  allied  branches  in  different  departments  is  centralized. 
It  does  not  imply  that  the  School  of  Dentistry  is  a  branch  of  the  School 
of  Medicine,  for,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  both  are  distinct  schools  of  the 
University. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  School  of  Dentistry  is  actually,  as 
well  as  in  name,  a  school  of  the  University.  Its  position  as  a  recognized 
member  of  the  University  family  confers  upon  its  students  all  of  the 
advantages  pertaining  to  that  relationship.  Its  students  enjoy  in 
common  with  all  other  students  of  the  University  the  privileges  and 
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social  relationships  pertaining  to  the  student  life  of  the  whole  body. 
Prominent  among  these  features  is  membership  in  the  Houston  Club, 
an  organization  governed  by  students  and  domiciled  in  a  club  house 
the  fittings  and  appointments  of  which  are  those  of  a  strictly  first-class 
club.  Its  students  have  also  the  use  of  the  dormitories,  and  are 
admitted  to  all  of  the  athletic  features  of  the  University;  while,  with 
reasonable  restrictions,  the  opportunity  is  afforded  them  to  pursue 
such  allied  lines  of  study  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  authorities  may 
tend  to  add  strength  and  fullness  to  the  dental  educational  equipment. 
The  practical  advantages  that  accrue  to  the  dental  student  by  such 
a  broad  policy  are  at  once  manifest.  Its  effect  upon  the  status  of  the 
dental  practitioner  must  be  recognized  when  it  is  considered  that  during 
the  student  life  his  association  with  the  students  of  the  other  divisions 
of  the  University  is  upon  a  basis  of  equality  in  all  that  concerns  the 
student  life  of  the  institution.  The  influence  of  this  feature  in  bringing 
about  a  close  relationship  between  dental  and  medical  students  develops 
a  mutual  respect  and  recognition,  which  in  their  career  as  practitioners 
is  of  the  utmost  importance. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  arrangement  of  the  interior  of  the  Dental  Institute  and  its 
equipment  are  such  that  facilities  are  provided  for  the  thorough  edu- 
cation of  the  student  in  every  important  detail  of  his  professional  work. 
The  clinical  operating-room  occupies  one  entire  floor  of  the  building, 
giving  a  floor  space  205  by  48  feet,  furnished  with  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  latest  pattern  Diamond  operating  chairs,  each  provided 
with  a  fountain  cuspidor,  with  running  water  attached,  and  attach- 
ment for  the  Fisk  saliva  ejector,  a  bracket  arm,  and  table  for  holding 
instruments,  besides  a  separate  cabinet  and  table  for  the  instrument 
case.  Electric  and  compressed  air  service  are  provided  at  each  chair. 
A  complete  locker  system  in  connection  with  the  operative  clinic  fur- 
nishes means  for  the  storage  of  instruments  when  not  in  use.  In  the 
fitting  up  of  the  operating-room,  the  aim  has  been  to  make  the  appoint- 
ments as  nearly  as  possible  like  those  of  a  first-class  private  office, 
so  that  from  the  beginning  of  his  course  the  student  is  familiarized 
with  the  conditions  he  will  meet  in  actual  practice. 

One  large  general  laboratory  for  prosthetic  work  is  provided,  and 
separate  laboratories  for  crown-and-bridge  work,  orthodontia  tech- 
nics, prosthetic  technics,  operative  technics,  porcelain  work  includ- 
ing inlays,  crown-and-bridge  and  continuous  gum  work,  metallurgical 
work,  cast  metal  fillings,  vulcanizing  and  modeling;  also  special  clinic 
rooms  and  laboratories.     Ample  arrangements  are  provided  for  the 
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convenience  and  comfoit  of  the  students  in  the  c^re  of  instruments, 
tools,  etc.  There  are  also  hat  and  coat  rooms,  lavatories,  storerooms, 
etc.  The  laboratories  are  fitted  with  the  most  approved  appliances 
for  work  and  instruction  in  the  several  departments  of  dentistry. 
Compressed  air  is  supplied  to  the  laboratory  tables  for  melting  and 
soldering  operations,  as  well  as  for  metallurgical  work.  The  labora- 
tory lathes  are  driven  by  electric  motor,  and  no  feature  which  could 
add  to  the  facilities  for  thorough  and  accurate  work  has  been  omitted. 

The  equipment  and  facilities  of  the  laboratories  of  microbiology  and 
of  histology  and  histopathology  are  unsurpassed.  In  connection  with 
the  work,  each  student  has  the  individual  use  of  an  outfit  for  micro- 
scopical work,  the  best  and  most  complete  obtainable. 

The  Institute  is  also  furnished  with  the  highest  grade  equipment  for 
radiography  and  likewise  for  photography  in  all  its  applications  as 
well  as  with  elaborate  projecting  apparatus  for  the  photographic  illus- 
tration of  the  didactic  courses  of  instruction. 

The  lecture  amphitheater  will  comfortably  seat  400.  And  in  relation 
with  it  are  arranged  the  dental  museum  and  library. 

As  the  laboratory,  or  manual-training  method  forms  a  prominent 
and  necessary  adjimct  to  didactic  teaching,  facilities  for  carrying  out 
the  technic  system  of  instruction  are  provided  in  connection  with  each 
subject  to  which  the  system  is  applicable. 

ADMISSION. 

The  courses  in  Dentistry  are  open  to  women  on  the  same  terms  as 
to  men. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  rule  requiring  all  applicants  for 
matriculation  to  be  present  and  enter  their  names  not  later  than  5  0^ clock 
P.  M.  on  the  Monday  following  the  last  Friday  in  September  with  the 
understanding,  however,  that  in  case  of  matriculation  delayed  beyond 
the  date  of  official  opening  by  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  matricu- 
lant the  practical  work  scheduled  for  the  period  preceding  the  date  of 
matriculation  must  be  made  up  at  the  expense  of  the  student. 

Candidates  for  admission  will  not  be  permitted  to  matriculate  for 
any  session  other  than  than  immediately  succeeding  the  date  of  matricu- 
lation. No  candidate -will  be  allowed  to  matriculate  for  more  than  one 
session  at  a  time. 

VACCINATION. 
According  to  the  Regulations  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  is  required  to  refuse 
admission  to  any  person  who  cannot  present  a  certificate  signed  by  a 
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physician  stating  that  such  person  has  been  recently  vaccinated  or 
that  he  or  she  has  previously  had  smallpox.  All  persons  matriculat- 
ing in  the  Evans  Dental  Institute  will,  therefore,  have  to  present  such  a 
certificate  at  the  time  of  matriculation  and  in  default  of  such  certificate 
must  be  vaccinated.  Official  forms  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Health 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can  be  obtained  by  applying  in  person  or  by 
messenger  at  Room  712,  City  Hall,  between  the  hours  of  9  A.  M.  and 
4  P.  M.,  and  on  Saturdays  from  9  A.  M.  to  12  M.,  or  at  the  office  of 
the  Dean. 

PRELIMINARY  EDUCATIONAL  REQUIREME>rTS. 

For  the  session  1919-20  the  preliminary  educational  requirement 
for  matriculation  is  the  completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high  school 
course,  or  the  equivalent,  which  must  include  the  satisfactory  com- 
pletion of  a  one-year  course  in  an  approved  high  school  in  each  of  the 
following  sciences:  physics,  chemistry,  and  biology,  or  in  lieu  thereof, 
the  passing  of  each  of  these  sciences  at  75  per  cent  or  above  in  examina- 
tions conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Professional  Education  of  the  State 
of  Pennsylvania,  or  other  state  examinations  of  equivalent  grade. 
In  lieu  of  high  school  credit  for  a  year's  course  in  Biology,  a  half  year 
of  Elementary  Botany  or  Elementary  Zoology  and  a  half  year  in 
Physiology  and  Hygiene  will  be  accepted,  with  the  proviso  that  the 
candidate  pass  the  examination  in  Elementary  Biology  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Professional  Education  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in 
February,  1920.  These  requirements  may  be  satisfied  by  a  certificate 
from  an  approved  high  school  or  a  preparatory  school  of  equal  academic 
grade,  or  by  entrance  examination.  No  conditions  whatsoever  in  admis- 
sion requirements  other  than  those  described  above  are  allowed. 

SPECIAL  ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  INCREASE  IN  ADMISSION 
REQUIREMENTS. 
With  the  session  of  1921-1922,  the  minimum  requirement  for  admis- 
sion to  the  School  of  Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  will 
be  advanced  to  include  a  year  of  instruction  in  an  approved  college 
of  liberal  arts  and  science,  after  the  completion  of  a  standard  four- 
year  high  school  course,  or  its  equivalent,  based  upon  eight  years  of 
elementary  preparation.  Details  of  the  year  of  college  work  required 
will  be  announced  later. 

ADMISSION  BY  CERTIFICATE 
Certificates    of    preliminary    education    submitted    to    satisfy    the 
entrance  requirements  or  any  part  thereof,  in  order  to  receive  credit 
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for  the  work  done,  must  set  forth  in  detail  the  course  of  instruction 
through  which  the  applicant  has  passed,  the  number,  character  and 
extent  of  studies,  the  length  of  time  devoted  to  each  and  the  grades 
attained  therein,  all  duly  authenticated  by  the  proper  authorities  of 
the  school  that  issues  them.  Such  detailed  certificates  must  be  made 
out  upon  official  forms  of  the  Dental  School,  and  these  will  be  furnished 
to  all  applicants  desiring  them. 

In  order  that  certificates  of  preliminary  education  may  be  promptly 
adjudicated  by  the  official  examiner  as  to  their  credit  value,  they  should 
be  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the  Dental  School  as  early  as  possible,  and  in 
any  event  not  later  than  September  1st. 

Certificates  from  foreign  countries  should  be  authenticated  by 
representatives  of  the  United  States  consular  or  diplomatic  service. 

A  credit  of  60  academic  counts  is  awarded  for  a  certificate  of  the 
completion  of  a  standard  four-year  high  school  course  which  must 
include  the  following  obligatory  subjects:  English  (4  years),  any 
foreign  language  (2  years),  Mathematics  (Algebra  to  quadratics  and 
plane  geometry).  Chemistry,  Physics,  Biology,  and  American  History 
and  Civics. 

The  standard  high  school  year  is  the  unit  in  estimating  values  of 
subjects  in  counts. 

A  count  is  the  unit  of  value  assigned  to  work  in  a  single  subject 
pursued  for  one  period  per  week  throughout  the  standard  school  year  of 
36  weeks,  each  recitation  period  being  not  less  than  45  minutes  duration. 

In  the  adjudication  of  high  school  and  preparatory  school  certifi- 
cates not  more  than  15  counts  credit  will  be  allowed  for  any  one  year 
of  preparatory  school  work. 

Applicants  whose  credentials  do  not  fully  meet  the  requirements 
outlined  above  may  make  up  'the  required  work  in  any  branch  or 
branches  by  examination  in  the  subjects  specified  in  the  subjoined  list 
which  will  indicate  the  maximum  count  values  assigned  to  the  ordinary 
high  school  subjects.  Candidates  who  present  satisfactory  evidence  of 
the  partial  completion  of  a  high  school  course  will  be  informed  as  to 
the  subjects  in  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  pass  examinations  to  com- 
plete the  requirements  for  admission.  It  must  be  noted  that  defi- 
ciencies in  high  school  education  necessary  for  admission  to  this  depart- 
ment must  be  made  up  at  the  rate  of  1 8  academic  counts  for  each  high 
school  year  not  covered  by  certificate  and  not  at  the  rate  of  1 5  academic 
counts  which  is  the  valuation  of  a  high  school  year  earned  in  curriculum. 
Those  who  desire  to  earn  their  credits  wholly  by  examination  must 
secure  a  total  of  72  counts  including  the  obligatory  subjects  in  order 
to  be  admitted,  as  this  is  deemed  by  the  Department  as  the  equivalent 
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of  the  60  counts  awarded  for  the  completion  of  the  standard  four-year 
high  school  course. 

CREDIT  BY  EXAMINATION. 
The  table  given  below  shows  the  counts  that  may  be  earned  by 
passing  in  subjects  open  to  candidates  in  examinations  given  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Professional  Education.    The  subjects  named ' 
in  black-faced  type  are  required  as  part  of  a  four-year  high  school 
course.

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ENTRANCE   EXAMINATIONS. 

The  entrance  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  Pro- 
fessional Education,  created  by  statute  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
A  card  of  identification  must  first  be  obtained  by  the  candidate  in  person 
from  the  Secretary  of  the  Dental  School,  and  presented  not  less  than  one 
week  previous  to  the  date  set  for  the  examination  in  order  to  obtain 
an  official  permit  from  the  Bureau  to  take  the  examination.  A  uni- 
form fee  of  $1.00  is  charged  by  the  Bureau  of  Professional  Education 
for  the  permit  regardless  of  the  number  of  subjects  taken  at  any  one 
examination  by  the  candidate. 

The  entrance  examinations  for  the  session  of  1919-20  will  be  held 
in  Central  High  School  Building,  Broad  and  Green  Streets,  Philadel- 
phia, on  the  following  dates:  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  June  5, 
6,  7,  1919,  at  2.30  P.  M.;  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  September  3, 
4,  5,  1919,  at  2.30  P.  M. 

The  Dental  Student's  Qualifying  Certificate  is  required  from  students 
entering  from  New  York  State.  The  State  Preliminary  Certificate  is 
required  of  all  students  entering  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  who 
are  advised  to  communicate  with  the  Bureau  of  Professional  Education, 
Room  422,  Perry  Building,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  for  information. 

Certificates  submitted  by  applicants  who  have  obtained  their  pre- 
paratory education  in  schools  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  are  required 
to  first  submit  their  credentials  to  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  at  Trenton,  N.  J.,  for  approval. 

ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING.* 

Studejats  possessing  the  requisite  preliminary  education  and  who  have 
attended  one  full  term  in  a  dental  school  recognized  by  this  University, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  second  year,  subject  to  the  rules  governing 
admission  to  advanced  standing. 

Graduates  of  a  recognized  medical  school  will  be  admitted  to  the 
Third-year  Class  of  the  four-years'  course  without  examination.  Under- 
graduates of  medical  schools  are  not  admitted  to  advanced  standing 
in  the  dental  course. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing,  who  have  not  had  instruction  in 
Practical  Histology,  Practical  Chemistry,  Practical  Microbiology  and 
Bacteriology  and  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics  equivalent  to  that 
required  by  this  department,  will  be  permitted  to  make  up  such  defi- 

*A11  applicants  for  advanced  standing  must  pass  the  examinations  of  the  years 
they  desire  to  omit,  or  furnish  proof  that  they  have  passed  equivalent  examinations 
in  some  recognized  dental  or  medical  school. 
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ciency  by  taking  special  courses,  for  which  an  extra  fee  is  charged  for 
each  branch. 

Students  who  have  credit  for  the  completed  work  of  two  or  more 
terms  in  a  recognized  dental  school,  and  who  possess  the  requisite 
preliminary  educational  qualifications,  are  eligible  for  admission  to 
the  third  year,  subject  to  the  rules  governing  admission  to  advanced 
standing. 

Graduates  of  foreign  dental  schools  are  required  to  conform  to  the 
rules  governing  preliminary  educational  qualifications  as  well  as  the 
rules  governing  advanced  standing,  and  their  credentials  must  have 
been  satisfactorily  authenticated  before  they  can  be  accepted. 

SEVEN  YEAR  COMBINED  DENTAL  AND  COLLEGIATE 
COURSE. 

A  student  in  the  course  in  Arts  and  Science  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  may,  in  his  Senior  year,  provided  the  Dean  of  the  College 
certifies  that  he  has  maintained  a  uniform  record  of  good  scholarship, 
and  after  having  completed  55  units  of  work  in  the  College  (not  including 
work  in  Physical  Education),  register  also  as  a  regular  student  in  the 
First-year  Class  in  Dentistry.  The  student  must  have  included  in  his 
preparatory  or  collegiate  course  all  the  subjects  required  for  admission 
to  the  School  of  Dentistry.  Upon  the  satisfactory  completion  of  his 
first  year  in  the  School  of  Dentistry,  the  degree  A.B.is  awarded  by 
the  College. 

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

1.  University  Scholarships. — The  Trustees  have  established  two 
University  Scholarships  in  Dentistry,  the  award  of  Vhich  is  based  upon 
the  result  of  a  competitive  examination.  They  are  not  awarded  for  less 
than  the  entire  course. 

Examinations  for  these  scholarships  are  held  on  the  same  day  with 
those  fixed  for  entrance  to  the  College  (Monday,  September  16j  1919 
at  9  o'clock  A.  M.),  and  are  open  to  all  applicants  otherwise  eligible 
for  admission  to  the  School  of  Dentistry.  Circulars  setting  forth  in 
detail  the  plan  of  the  scholarship  examination  may  be  had  upon  appli- 
cation to  the  Dean  of  the  School  of  Dentistry. 

2.  Philadelphia  Free  Scholarships. — Under  an  agreement  with 
the  city  of  Philadelphia,  fifty  free  scholarships  exist  in  the  University 
for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  the  public  schools.  The  candidates 
for  these  scholarships  are  examined  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education, 
and  award  is  made  to  those  who  reach  the  highest  grade,  as  vacancies 
occur  from  year  to  year. 
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Under  another  agreement  with  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  seventy- 
five  free  scholarships  exist  in  the  University  for  the  benefit  of  grad- 
uates from  local  schools  in  general.  Information  regarding  the  latter 
scholarships  should  be  obtained  from  the  Mayor's  Office. 

All  applicants  for  admission  upon  a  scholarship  basis  other  than  that 
provided  under  the  heading,  "University  Scholarships"  above,  must 
be  citizens  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  are  required  to  fully 
meet  the  educational  requirements  for  unconditional  matriculation. 

STATUS  OF  STUDENTS. 

A  regular  student  is  one  who  is  admitted  to  the  regular  courses 
of  the  School,  and  who  is  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  D.D.S. 

A  partial  student  is  one  who  is  admitted  to  the  School  for  partial 
courses,  but  who,  not  being  a  candidate  for  the  degree,  does  not  take 
the  regular  course.  The  admission  of  partial  students  is  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Dean. 

The  School  reserves  the  right  to  sever  its  connection  with  any  stu- 
dent who  does  not  show  the  right  attitude  toward  his  work,  damages 
School  property,  or  is  objectionable  to  the  faculty  because  of  mis- 
conduct. 

Students  who  lack  the  necessary  talent  to  pursue  a  course  in  Den- 
tistryj  as  evidenced  by  failure  in  one  or  more  subjects,  may  be  asked 
to  withdraw  and  may  be  refused  admission  at  the  beginning  of  the 
succeeding  semester. 

RESEARCH  FELLOWSHIP  IN  DENTISTRY. 

The  Pennsylvania  College  of  Dental  Surgery  Fellowship  has  been 
established  through  the  generosity  of  the  Board  of  Corporators  of  the 
Pennsylvania  College  of  Dental  Surgery  for  the  cause  of  research  work 
in  dentistry.  The  fellowship  is  offered  annually  and  carries  a  remunera- 
tion of  $600  per  annum.  The  holder  must  possess  a  college  degree,  but 
this  need  not  necessarily  be  the  degree  in  dentistry.  The  research 
undertaken  must  be  upon  a  subject  bearing  upon  the  scientific  or 
clinical  problems  of  dentistry  or  the  allied  sciences. 

Applications  for  the  fellowship  must  be  made  upon  blanks  furnished 
by  the  Dean  of  the  Dental  School  and  must  be  received  prior  to  May  1. 

SPECIAL  COURSES. 
The  School  offers  special  courses  of  instruction  in  any  or  all  of  the 
branches  of  the  curriculum  to  qualified  dental  graduates.    Such  courses 
are  elective  and  do  not  lead  to  the  dental  degree.     The  fees  for  the 
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special  courses  are  $75.00,  $150.00  or  $200.00,  depending  upon  whether 
the  student  remains  under  instruction  for  three  months,  six  months  or 
the  entire  session  respectively.  These  course  fees  are  in  all  cases 
additional  to  the  regular  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00. 

HOUSTON  CLUB  AND  GYMNASIUM. 
A  uniform  charge  of  $10.00  a  year  is  made  upon  all  male  students,  to 
include  membership  in  Houston  Club  with  all  of  the  usual  club  privi- 
leges, and  the  use  of  the  gymnasium  and  its  facilities,  including  locker 
and  the  use  of  Franklin  Field,  excepting  only  at  such  times  as  the  field 
may  be  in  use  by  athletic  teams. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 
In  the  School  of  Dentistry  two  hours  a  week  of  graded  physical 
education  is  an  obligatory  part  of  the  curriculum  for  all  students  of 
the  first  year,  excepting  those  who  have  previously  had  an  equivalent 
course  of  physical  training  elsewhere  and  those  who  for  this  or  by 
reason  of  physical  disability  may  be  excused  by  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education. 

ARRANGEMENT   OF   SESSION. 

With  the  session  which  began  September  28 ^  1917 ^  the  regular  course  of 
instruction  leading  to  the  degree  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  consists  of 
four  annual  sessions^  each  in  separate  academic  years.  Students  who 
have  matriculated  in  and  are  now  pursuing  the  three  years  curriculum 
will  be  permitted  to  continue  their  preparation  for  graduation  under 
the  terms  and  arrangement  of  course  heretofore  governing  the  three 
years  curriculum. 

The  object  of  the  administration  in  lengthening  the  course  of  instruc- 
tion leading  to  the  degree  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  is  to  provide  more 
time  for  the  student  in  which  to  prepare  himself  for  dental  practice. 

The  constantly  increasing  development  of  knowledge  of  the  rela- 
tions of  the  mouth  and  teeth  to  bodily  health  and  the  importance  of 
dental  and  oral  disorders  in  their  individual  and  public  health  rela- 
tions has  made  it  imperatively  necessary  for  the  dental  practitioner  who 
hopes  to  efficiently  meet  the  public  demand  for  intelligent  and  skilful 
service  to  be  thoroughly  grounded  in  the  fundamental  medical  sci- 
ences, particularly  of  Anatomy,  Physiological  Chemistry,  Physiology, 
Pharmacology,  Bacteriology  and  Pathology  in  both  their  general  and 
special  relations. 

The  restorative  and  art  procedures  of  destistry  imless  based  upon  a 
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thorough  training  in  these  fundamental  sciences  are  without  a  solid 
foundation  and  their  practice  otherwise  becomes  purely  empirical. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  four  years  course  to  afford  needed  time  and 
opportunity  to  develop  the  educational  preparation  of  the  dentist  upon 
a  rational  foundation.  To  that  end  the  curriculum  will  be  arranged 
on  the  basis  of  expanding  the  courses  of  instruction  in  the  subjects 
already  constituting  the  three  years  course  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
to  the  student  a  more  thorough  training  and  a  higher  grade  of  educa- 
tional efficiency  rather  than  by  the  addition  of  any  considerable  num- 
ber of  new  branches  to  the  course,  which  would  tend  to  produce  a 
diffuse  rather  than  an  intensive  educational  result.  Such  new  subjects 
as  are  to  be  ultimately  included  in  the  four  years  curriculum  will  be  of 
a  minor  rather  than  major  grade  of  importance  and  will  be  announced 
later  in  connection  with  the  perfected  schedules  of  the  later  years  of 
the  four  years  course. 

The  -academic  year  consists  of  one  session,  beginning  on  the  last 
Friday  in  September,  and  ending  at  Commencement,  on  the  third 
Wednesday  in  June.     The  course  of  instruction  is  graded. 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  study  schedule  of  the  first  three  years 
session  of  the  four  years  course  is  as  follows :

Laboratory  instruction,  not  only  in  all  of  the  practical  dental 
branches,  but  also  in  Practical  Chemistry  and  Metallurgy,  Histology, 
Microbiology,  Physiology,  Pharmacology  and  Osteology,  forms  a 
prominent  feature  of  the  course. 


EXAMINATIONS. 

In  the  first-year  course,  final  examinations  are  held  about  February  1 
in  Elementary  Chemistry,  Biology,  Applied  Physics,  Normal  Histology, 
and  a  progress  examination  in  Elementary  Anatomy.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  final  examinations  are  held  in  Anatomy,  Microbiology, 
Dental  Anatomy,  Dental  Histology,  Organic  Chemistry,  and  progress 
examinations  in  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Technics. 

In  the  sophomore  year,  final  examinations  are  held  about  the  same 
date  in  Surgical  Anatomy,  and  a  progress  examination  in  Physiology 
and  Materia  Medica.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  final  examinations 
are  held  in  Physiology,  Materia  Medica,  Bacteriology  and  Pathology 
and  Metallurgy. 
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In  the  junior  year,  final  examinations  are  held  about  the  same  date 
in  Crown-and-Bridge  Work,  Dental  Surgery,  and  Radiography.  At 
the  end  of  the  year,  final  examinations  are  held  in  Therapeutics, 
Principles  of  Surgery,  Anesthesia,  Dental  Ceramics,  Clinical  Chemistry, 
Dental  Pathology,  and  a  progress  examination  in  Operative  Dentistry 
and  Prosthetic  Dentistry. 

In  the  senior  year  in  the  three  years'  course,  final  examinations  are 
held  about  the  same  date  in  Crown-and-Bridge  Work,  Radiography, 
Dental  Surgery,  and  Minor  Maxillo-Facial  Surgery.  At  the  end  of 
the  year,  final  examinations  are  held  in  Therapeutics,  Maxillo-Facial 
Surgery,  Dental  Pathology,  Anesthesia,  Dental  Ceramics,  Orthodontia, 
Operative  Dentistry  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry. 

GRADUATION. 

^  At  the  close  of  the  course,  a  student  who  has  fulfilled  all  require- 
ments satisfactorily  receives  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery 
(D.D.S.),  tmder  the  following  regulations: 

I.  He  must  be  of  legal  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

II.  He  must  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  all  the  branches 
of  the  curriculum;  must  have  attended  the  practical  instruction  and 
performed  the  required  practical  work  in  all  departments;  and  his 
last  year  of  instruction  must  have  been  at  the  School  of  Dentistry  of 
this  University. 

III.  He  must  have  dissected  at  least  two  parts;  must  have  per- 
formed thoroughly,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Professor  of  Operative 
Dentistry,  all  the  usual  dental  operations;  must  have  undertaken  at 
least  one  artificial  case  comprising  a  full  upper  and  lower  denture,  and 
brought  it  completed,  with  the  patient,  to  the  Assistant  Professor  of 
Prosthetic  Dentistry,  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May;  and  must  have 
prepared  for  presentation  to  the  Professor  of  Prosthetic  Dentistry, 
before  the  fifteenth  of  May,  a  specimen  case  required  for  graduation. 
The  required  operations,  as  well  as  the  work  on  the  artificial  case, 
must  have  been  performed  in  the  Dental  Institute. 

IV.  After  receiving  notice  of  having  successfully  passed  the  final 
examination,  he  must  enter  his  name  on  the  Register  of  Candidates 
and  be  present  at  Commencement  to  receive  the  degree.

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Medical  and  Surgical  Clinics  are  held  at  the  University  Hospital  and 
are  open  to  the  dental  classes.  These  are  in  addition  to  the  Oral  Sur- 
gical Clinics  at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  on  Saturda3^s  at  12  o'clock, 
and  to  the  Oral  Surgical  Clinics  held  in  the  Oral  Surgical  Dispensary 
of  the  Evans  Institute. 

OPERATING-ROOM,  LABORATORIES,  ETC. 

.  The  operative  clinic  room  and  laboratories  are  spacious  and  well 
equipped,  affording  ample  facilities  for  the  practical  training  of  the 
student. 

The  dissecting-room  is  large,  well  lighted,  thoroughly  ventilated, 
and  furnished  with  ample  material  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
anatomical  studies. 

GRADATION  OF  THE  COURSE. 

In  order  to  facilitate  work  in  the  practical  branches,  and  to  econo- 
mize the  student's  time,  the  regular  session  is  so  arranged  that  students 
during  the  first  year  are  required  to  devote  the  time  equally  to  dental, 
histological  and  chemical  laboratory  work. 

This  plan  of  gradation  enables  the  second-year  student  to  be  exam- 
ined on  Materia  Medica,  Bacteriology,  Applied  Anatomy  and  Physi- 
ology, and  on  Progress  in  Operative  and  Prosthetic  Dentistry.  Such 
an  arrangement  is  economical  not  only  in  point  of  time,  but  also  in 
facilitating  a  student's  acquirement  of  knowledge  in  the  remaining 
branches.* 

The  lectures  on  Operative  Dentistry  embrace  the  comparative 
anatomy  of  the  teeth;  the  functions  and  microscopical  peculiarities 
of  the  dental  organs;  the  development  of  teeth  and  their  component 
tissues;  a  full  description  and  elucidation  of  all  dental  operations, 
such  as  filling,  extracting  and  root  canal  treatment;  the  pathological 
relations  of  the  teeth  to  the  other  parts  of  the  system;  and  a  minute 
clinical  description  of  all  diseases  related  to  dental  surgery  or  of  interest 
to  the  dentist.  The  methods  taught  are  demonstrated  in  laboratories 
and  clinics. 

The  courwse  of  instruction  in  Prosthetic  Dentistry  is  a  graded 
one,  and  is  arranged  to  embody  in  the  teaching  of  the  first  year  the 
fundamental  principles  of  prosthetic  work,  including  the  properties  of 
the  materials  used  for  prosthetic  purposes  and  the  various  mechanical

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processes  involved  in  their  utilization;  in  the  second  year  a  more 
specific  and  extended  instruction  in  these  procedures  is  given,  and  the 
finger-skill  necessary  in  the  usual  mechanical  operations  is  developed; 
while  in  the  third  year  the  student  is  instructed  in  the  choice  of  means 
for  attaining  a  given  end,  and  the  selection  of  this  means  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  specific  cases.  During  the  fourth  year  atten- 
tion is  given  to  the  more  highly  specialized  branches  of  Prosthetic  Den- 
tistry under  qualified  demonstrators* 

Instruction  in  Prosthetic  Dentistry  is  accomplished  by  the  didactic 
lectures  illustrated  by  means  of  heroic  models,  lantern  slides,  and  black- 
board drawing;  by  graded  technic  cotirses,  which  include  in  each  year 
illustration  of  the  lecture  topics  by  actual  demonstration  of  the  processes 
before  the  class,  and  the  manufacture  of  the  appliances  so  illustrated 
by  the  class,  divided  into  small  sections  for  systematic  work;  by  speci- 
mens on  exhibition  in  the  general  laboratory  illustrative  of  successive 
stages  in  the  technic  requirements;   and  by  abundant  clinical  practice. 

The  lecture  course  will  include,  in  addition  to  dental  prosthesis, 
the  replacement  of  tissues  about  the  mouth  not  strictly  dental,  and 
the  manufacture  of  appliances  for  the  remedy  of  palatal  defects. 

The  instruction  in  Orthodontia  will  be  by  means  of  lectures, 
quizzes,  a  technic  course  and  clinical  practice;  and  attention  will  be 
specially  paid  to  the  treatment  of  cases  in  the  light  of  their  etiology. 

The  lectures  on  Chemistry  embrace  the  study  of  chemical  physics 
and  principles  of  chemical  philosophy,  together  with  a  detailed  con- 
sideration of  the  principal  elementary  substances  and  their  com- 
pounds; and  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Organic  Chemistry, 
including  the  classification  of  organic  compounds,  and  the  special 
study  of  typical  members  of  the  different  classes.  Special  attention 
is  also  given  to  the  laws  of  chemical  affinity,  and  the  conditions  under 
which  they  are  modified,  especially  as  they  relate  to  the  preparation 
of  mixtures  and  prescriptions. 

The  course  in  Practical  Chemistry  in  the  laboratory  includes 
exercises  in  chemical  manipulation;  the  study  of  the  chemical  prop- 
erties of  the  principal  metals;  the  reactions  of  acids  and  their  combina- 
tions; and  the  general  principles  of  qualitative  analysis,  especially 
as  they  relate  to  the  detection  and  separation  of  the  metals  and  com- 
pounds of  interest  to  practitioners  of  Dentistry.  Each  student  is 
provided  with  a  separate  table  and  apparatus,  and  is  required  to 
perform  all  the  usual  chemical  manipulations  under  the  directions  of 
demonstrators,  as  well  as  to  exhibit  by  written  formulae  all  reactions 
involved  in  his  tests.      ,      .^ 

Human  Anatomy  is  taught  in  it$  relations  to  all  the  branches  of 
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medical  science,  including  Dentistry.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by 
fresh  dissections  of  the  human  body,  and  by  a  rich  museum  of  anatomical 
specimens,  well-executed  models  and  drawings. 

In  addition  to  the  lectures  and  demonstrations  by  the  Professor  of 
Anatomy,  a  course  of  demonstrations  in  Applied  Anatomy  is  given 
to  the  students  of  the  second  year.  The  course  consists  of  a  drill  by 
recitations  and  demonstrations  of  dissections  upon  those  anatomical 
regions  with  which  the  dental  and  oral  surgeon  is  especially  concerned. 
Practical  instruction  in  general  and  special  Histology  will  be  given  in 
the  histological  laboratory  to  the  students  of  the  first  year,  the  class 
being  divided  into  sections.  The  laboratory  is  furnished  with  excellent 
microscopes,  and  all  apparatus  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to 
become  familiar  with  the  most  approved  methods  of  microscopical  tech- 
nology and  with  the  minute  structure  of  all  the  tissues  and  organs. 
Special  facilities  are  afforded  for  original  research;  for  this  purpose 
the  laboratory  is  open  throughout  the  year,  except  during  July  and 
August. 

The  Osteo-Syndesmological  Laboratory  is  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Instructor  in  Osteology.  In  this 
laboratory,  the  first-year  student  is  required  to  make  himself  familiar 
with  the  skeleton  and  the  articulations  as  a  part  of  his  instruction  in 
practical  anatomy. 

The  course  in  Physiology  includes  thorough  instruction  on  the 
subject  of  animal  physiology,  with  special  reference  to  the  physiology 
of  Man. 

The  lectures  on  Dental  Pathology  include  such  portions  of  general 
pathology  as  have  a  bearing  upon  the  special  subjects  taught. 

Dentition  and  its  possible  pathological  results  receive  careful  atten- 
tion, followed  by  a  detailed  consideration  of  all  the  diseases  to  which 
the  teeth  and  surrounding  parts  are  liable;  the  normal  and  abnormal 
character  of  the  oral  secretions,  and  the  direct  and  remote  relations  that 
the  pathological  conditions  of  the  mouth  sustain  to  other  portions  of  the 
system. 

The  treatment  required  under  each  head  is  explained,  and  the  recog- 
nized processes  necessary  to  secure  a  return  to  normal  conditions  are 
minutely  detailed. 

Materia  Medica. — This  subject  is  covered  by  a  lecture  course  of 
two  hours  per  week  during  the  entire  second  year.  The  aim  is  to 
familiarize  the  student  with  the  pharmacology  of  all  of  the  important 
drugs  that  he  will  employ  in  the  Infirmary  during  his  college  course, 
and  later  on,  in  actual  practice.  A  complete  description  of  the  various 
medicinal  agents  including  their  origin  and  preparation  and  the  methods

of  their  application,  together  with  the  nature  and  action  of  the  more 
important  poisons  and  their  antidotes,  is  given. 

The  writing  of  prescriptions  receives  due  consideration,  and  the 
student  is  required  by  practical  exercises  to  familiarize  himself  with 
its  technique. 

The  course  is  amply  illustrated  by  practical  demonstrations  and  by 
selected  specimens,  and  the  simpler  methods  of  compounding  phar- 
maceutical preparations. 

The  course  is  concluded  with,  a  discussion  of  those  agents  which  are 
employed  in  that  branch  of  treatment  generically  termed  physical 
therapeutics. 

A  progress  examination  on  the  subject  of  Materia  Medica  is  held 
at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  and  a  final  examination  on  the  entire 
subject  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  second  year. 

Microbiology  and  Bacterid- Pathology. — The  growing  importance 
of  this  subject  in  relation  to  dental  pathology  and  therapeutics  has 
made  necessary  certain  fundamental  modifications  in  the  technique  of 
practically  all  dental  operations.  A  clear  understanding  of  the  practical 
bearing  of  the  life  processes  of  microorganism  has  become  a  necessity 
for  intelligent  and  successful  dental  practice,  just  as  it  has  similarly  for 
surgical  practice. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  with  respect  to  the  requirements  of  the 
dental  practitioner  that  he  will  afterwards  be  able  not  only  to  cor- 
rectly apply  the  most  approved  methods  for  preventing  and  combating 
the  action  of  microorganisms  and  to  develop  an  efficient  system  of 
antiseptic  technique  in  connection  with  his  work,  but  he  will  be  trained 
in  the  various  methods  that  will  enable  him  to  study  the  infective 
factor  which  is  the  exciter  of  pathological  conditions  in  special  cases 
arising  in  his  practice. 

The  course  consists  of  both  didactic  and  practical  instruction  in 
bacteriology,  mycology,  protozoology,  general  pathology  and  the 
pathology  of  infections. 

The  didactic  lectures  deal  first  with  a  preliminary  discussion  of  the 
position  of  microorganisms  in  biology  following  which  the  morphologic 
and  physiologic  characteristics  of  bacteria  are  considered,  including 
methods  of  isolating,  cultivating  and  identifying  the  various  species; 
with  a  discussion  of  the  action  of  germicidal  agents;  this  is  followed 
by  a  discussion  of  the  higher  fungi  and  protozoa  bearing  an  etiological 
relationship  to  pathologic  processes  of  importance  to  the  dental 
practitioner. 

A  continuance  of  the  didactic  teaching  deals  with  that  part  of  the 
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subject  of  pathology  treating  of  infectious  processes;   including  immu- 
nity and  bacterio-therapy  in  the  treatment  of  infections. 
The  Laboratory  Course  includes  the  following  subjects: 

I.  Microscopic  technique  including  a  study  of  the  different  mor- 
phologic types. 
II.  Preparation  of  culture  media  and  practical  demonstration  of  the 
various  methods  of  sterilization. 

III.  Methods  of  obtaining,  from  mixtures  of  various  microorganisms, 

individual  species  in  pure  culture. 

IV.  Study  of  pathogenic  organisms;  their  isolation  and  identification; 

also  their  relation  to  disease  processes,  including  demonstra- 
tions of  the  manner  in  which  they  produce  disease. 

V.  Demonstrations  in  general  pathological  histology. 

VI.  Mechanism  of  immunity,  with  demonstration  of  the  technique  of 
the  various  immunity  reactions  and  other  laboratory  methods 
of  diagnosing  the  nature  of  infections. 

VII.  Asepsis,  with  practical  demonstrations  of  methods  employed  for 
the  sterilization  of  instruments  and  materials  employed  by  the 
practitioner. 

VIII.  Antisepsis  in  dental  surgery,  with  methods  employed  for  deter- 
mining the  germicidal  value  of  various  substances  employed 
for  the  destruction  of  microorganisms. 
IX.  A  study  of  the  flora  of  the  mouth  of  a  patient  is  required  of 
each  student,  a  detailed  report  of  which  must  be  submitted 
for  examination. 

The  lectures  on  these  subjects  are  appropriately  illustrated  and 
accompanied  by  suitable  demonstrations  whenever  possible.  The 
Laboratory  of  Microbiology  is  thoroughly  equipped  for  practical 
instruction  in  that  subject,  including  an  ample  number  of  high  grade 
microscopes  for  the  special  use  of  students  in  the  study  of  that  branch. 
Examination  upon  the  subject  of  microbiology  and  related  pathology 
will  be  a  prerequisite  to  the  obtaining  of  the  dental  degree. 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  laboratory  for  advanced  students 
to  pursue  further  studies  in  relation  to  disease  conditions  affecting 
the  patients  with  whom  they  are  occupied  in  the  clinic;  the  work  is 
carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  laboratory  staff. 

Oral  Surgery  is  a  specialty  which  is  a  distinct  outgrowth  from 
dentistry.     As  the  work  of  the  dentist  came  to  include  operations 
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Upon  the  surrounding  tissues,  as  well  as  upon  the  teeth  themselves, 
the  adoption  of  surgical  methods  and  more  thorough  training  in  the 
principles  and  practice  of  surgery  became  necessary.  The  addition 
of  instruction  in  this  branch  to  the  dental  curriculum  includes  thorough 
instruction  in  the  surgical  and  pathological  anatomy  of  the  mouth, 
jaws,  and  associate  parts;  the  etiology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
lesions  of  these  parts;  the  most  advanced  method  of  operative  tech- 
nique, including  the  use  of  the  surgical  engine,  surgical  anesthesia, 
asepsis  and  antisepsis,  and  after-treatment  of  the  case. 

The  instruction,  is  both  didactic  and  clinical,  and  students  are  encour- 
aged to  study  and  personally  treat  cases  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Professor  of  Oral  Surgery  and  his  assistants. 

Special  facilities  for  the  performance  of  oral  surgical  operations  and 
for  the  care  of  patients  are  provided  in  the  University  Hospital  and 
the  Philadelphia  Hospital. 

Comparative  and  Human  Odontology,  Dental  Histology  and 
HiSTOPATHOLOGY. — The  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  com- 
prising the  instruction  given  on  this  subject  is  intended  to  expound 
the  facts  and  principles  underlying  the  sciences  of  Comparative  and 
Human  Odontology,  Dental  Histology  and  Histopathology,  to  sim- 
plify and  elucidate  the  problems  connected  therewith,  to  assist  the 
students*  systematic  study  of  the  same,  to  present,  as  they  may  arise, 
new  facts  and  theories  of  competent  authorities  and  to  especially 
emphasize  those  aspects  of  the  subject  which  have  practical  bearing 
upon  the  science  and  art  of  dental  surgery.  It  embraces  the  study  of 
the  functions,  numeration,  topography  and  morphology  of  the  denti- 
tions of  fishes,  reptiles  and  mammals,  their  methods  of  implantation 
and  replacement,  their  homologies,  evolution,  anatomy,  relationships 
and  eruption  and  the  functions  of  their  component  parts.  Compara- 
tive Odontology  is  introduced  in  an  illustrative  way,  and  is  only  used 
in  a  subservient  sense,  as  explanatory  of  the  odontology  of  the  teeth 
of  man  and  the  primates. 

The  histology  and  histopathology  of  the  teeth  and  associated  parts 
are  considered  from  the  academic  and  practical  standpoints,  and 
include  microscopical  examinations  of  the  hard  and  soft  parts  and 
their  structural  modifications,  the  histogenesis  of  the  teeth  of  fishes, 
reptiles  and  mammals,  and  the  minute  anatomy  of  the  chief  patho- 
logical conditions  of  the  human  dental  organs. 

The  lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  means  of  lantern  slides,  micro- 
scope slides,  table  specimens,  charts,  diagrams  and  blackboard  drawings. 
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CLINICAL  PRACTICE. 
Seven  hours  daily  (except  on  Saturdays)  are  spent  in  actual  practice 
under  the  supervision  of  the  instructors;  on  Saturdays  from  9  A.  M. 
to  12  M.  Every  student  is  required  to  provide  his  own  instruments, 
except  those  for  extracting.  He  is  required  to  keep  them  in  perfect 
order,  and  will  be  furnished  with  a  place  in  which  they  can  be  locked 
when  not  in  use. 

INFIRMARY  AND  LABORATORIES. 

The  Infirmary  and  Laboratories  are  open  to  the  students  for  practice 
every  day  during  the  week,  except  on  Saturday  afternoons. 

The  Infirmary  and  Laboratories  are  open  throughout  the  year, 
except  during  July  and  August.

THE  DENTAL  GRADUATE  SCHOOL. 

The  Dental  Graduate  School  offers  facilities  for  advanced  instruction 
in  the  various  departments  of  Dental  Science  and  Art,  including 
advanced  Crown-and-Bridge  Work;  Inlay  and  Ceramic  Work;  Opera- 
tive Technic;  Dental  and  Oral  Prosthesis;  and  Dental  Bacterio- 
Pathology  including  Sialosemeiology. 

The  courses  are  open  only  to  graduates  of  recognized  dental  educa- 
tional institutions. 

For  detailed  information  respecting  any  of  the  courses  offered  in 
the  Dental  Graduate  School,  application  should  be  made  to  Dr.  Charles 
R.  Turner,  Dean. 

LIBRARY,  MUSEUM  AND   CABINETS. 

The  Library  of  the  Institute,  consisting  of  a  collection  of  several 
thousand  volimies  containing  the  standard  and  periodical  literature 
of  dentistry,  is  believed  to  be  the  most  extensive  and  relatively  com- 
plete repository  of  dental  literature  extant.  This  is  open  daily  for  the 
convenience  of  students. 

The  Wistar  and  Horner  Museum,  founded  about  one  hundred 
years  ago,  and  annually  augmented,  is  imequaled  in  the  United  States 
for  the  number  and  variety  of  its  specimens  of  the  normal  and  the 
morbid  anatomy  of  the  human  body.  It  also  contains  a  large  number 
of  preparations  in  Comparative  Anatomy;  a  rich  collection  relating 
to  Dentistry,  such  as  the  different  stages  of  dentition,[abnormal  con- 
ditions of  the  teeth,  mandibles  of  the  lower  animals,  etc. ;  and  an  exten- 
sive collection  of  models.  This  collection  is  deposited  in  the  building 
opposite  Logan  Hall,  erected  by  the  late  General  Isaac  J.  Wistar,  and 
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called  the  Wistar  Institute  of  Anatomy  and  Biology.  The  Museum 
is  open  every  week  day,  excepting  holidays,  from  9  A.  M.  to  4  P.  M., 
throughout  the  sessions.  The  matriculation  fee  in  the  School  of 
Dentistry  confers  admission  to  the  Museum. 

TUITION   FEES  AND  EXPENSES.* 

The  tuition  fee  is  $200.00  per  annum  and  is  due  and  payable  in 
advance  in  two  equal  parts,  on  matriculation  and  February  1,  respec- 
tively. Remittances  should  be  in  cash,  or  by  bank  draft,  certified 
cheque,  or  postal  money  order  drawn  for  the  exact  amount  due,  made 
payable  to  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  paid  to  W.  O.  Miller, 
Bursar,  Room  102,  College  Hall. 

A  matriculation  fee  of  $5.00  must  be  paid  by  all  new  students, 
whethei* previously  registered  in  the  University  or  not. 

The  matriculation  fee  must  be  paid  in  person  and  not  forwarded 
in  advance. 

Under  no  circumstances  are  any  changes  made  in  the  established 
fees. 

Late  Registration  Fee, — Students  in  the  School  of  Dentistry  who  fail 
to  register,  or  to  complete  registration  by  the  satisfaction  of  all  term 
obligations  at  the  Bursar's  Office,  within  two  weeks  after  the  opening 
day  of  either  term  of  the  University,  will  be  required  to  pay  an  addi- 
tional fee  of  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  late  registration. 

Every  student  shall,  upon  entering  the  University,  make  a  deposit 
of  $10.00  to  cover  loss,  damage,  or  breakage  of  University  property, 
library  fines,  or  any  charge  not  paid  by  the  student  in  some  other 
way.  A  student  whose  deposit  is  by  charges  against  it  reduced  to 
$5.00  or  less  shall  be  required  to  pay  a  sum  sufficient  to  restore  the 
deposit  to  its  original  amount.  No  deposit  or  balance  remaining  on  a 
deposit  shall  be  finally  repaid  to  a  student  until  he  shall  have  been 
graduated  or  shall  have  formally   withdrawn  from  the   University. 

A  student  who  repeats  the  studies  of  the  year  will  be  required  to  pay 
the  full  tuition  fee. 

Students  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  may  attend,  without  addi- 
tional charge,  the  lectures  and  recitations  except  in  certain  special 
courses  in  any  other  department  of  the  University.  This  privilege 
may  be  obtained  only  by  the  concurrent  approval,  in  writing,  of  the 
respective  deans. 

Instruments  for  the  finst  year  can  be  procured  at  from  $140.00  to 
$145.00.     A  dental  engine  will  be  needed  for  the  second  year,  costing

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from  $60.00  to  $75.00.  Additional  instruments  will  be  required  for  the 
second-year  and  third-year  work.  These  instruments  may  be  utilized 
in  general  practice. 

Rooms  may  be  had  at  the  University  Dormitories  or  in  houses  near 
the  University,  and  board  may  be  had  in  private  boarding  houses 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  University.  In  any  case  the  cost 
of  board  and  lodging  will  be  from  $6.00  a  week  upward. 

The  Institute  is  provided  with  ample  locker  facilities  for  the  storage 
of  instruments,  apparel,  etc.  It  is  to  be  understood,  however,  that  the 
lockers  are  provided  solely  as  an  accommodation,  and  that  in  assigning 
them  to  the  students  the  School  assumes  no  responsibility  whatever 
with  respect  to  the  care  or  loss  of  the  contents.
